London, .Sept. 27.— Tho official an- 
nouncement regarding the termination 
of the tobacco war shows that the 
amalgamation of the British and Ameri- 
can interests takes the form of a new 
company, to he known as the British 
American Tobacco Company, An which 
both the Imperial and American com- 
panies are represented. Tho American 
and Imperial companies agree to respect 
each otuers domestic trade, while the 
British-American Tobacco Company will 
compete for the trade of all the rest of 
tho world. The papers were finally, sign- 
ed today. An official of the American 
company said to n representative of the 
Associated Press today. "It is the first 
combination, to my mind, on right lines, 
and one that assures real unity of iu- 
terest, where American and English go 
haud-in-hand to seek the trade of the 
rest of the world. It has been a diffi- 
cult matter, requiring the most careful 
attention. The negotiations have beeu 
proceeding siuce August 10. Personally, 
f think the lines on which this combin- 
ation is formed are destined to affect 
the larger field of general Anglo-Ameri- 
can commercial relations." 

"We are decidedly pleased at the good 
business deal out of which we made 
several millions, but we are more pleased 
because the combination means a real 
amalgamation of interest, instead of 
buying off an opposition at a price which 
appears to the opponent to be a prolit- 
ablo figure. Such a real working com- 
bination of United States and English 
interests as has just been effected, will 
in any line of business unquestionably 
dominate the trade of the world. Be- 
gardinc the details you can say that 
the capital of the British- American 
company will bo l?:!O,OO0,000. Mr. Duke 
will be president. While it is conveni- 
ent to register it as an English com- 
pany, and have its headquarters in 'Lon- 
don, we have named 12 directors, and 
the (Imperial company's interests have 
named six. Their respective financial in- 
terests are two-thirds American and 
one-third English. There is nothing to 
prevent transferring the headquarters to 
the United States if it ever proves mure 
convenient to operate there. But a 
present the business can bo best carried 
on in London. 

"Wo have named throe directors for 
the board of the Imperial company, 
which will hereafter confine itself to the 
United Kingdom, while the British- 
American company goes in for the world 
trade, outside of the United States, 
Cuba and the United Kingdom. The 
Cuban provision insures for the Ameri- 
cans, the cigar business of the island of 
which we now control SO per cent. The 
Imperial company throws into the new 
company its colonial business, so. with 
mir trade outside the United States, the 
British-American company starts with a 
ready-made business of Jf-1,000,000 in 
cigarettes alone. Regarding the Bu- 
rial company's factories in the United 
States, concerning which considerable 
matter has been printed in England, they 
are merely leaf factories, and will be 
operated for that purpose."

Kingston, .T.nm., Sept. 27— The German 
gunboat Pauthor arrived hero today from 
Hayti.

New York, Sept. 27.— J. B. Craft, a 
wealthy resident of Glen Cove, L. I., 
was murdered today and his body de- 
capitated in a tenderloin resort known 
is the Empire Garden Cafe, in West 
29th street, within a few doors of Broad- 
way. All the evidence goes to show 
that Craft, who had been making the 
rounds of the Tenderloin," incautiously 
disp.ayed a large amount of money in 
the Empire, and was killed by one of 
the waiters known as Thomas Tobin 
for tho purpose of robbery. The police 
say that knockout drops" were first ad- 
niiuistered, aud that the victim was 
dragged into the basement and killed 
with a cleaver. The odor of burning 
flesh attracted the attention of the oc- 
cupants of the tipper part, of the house 
early this morning, and led to the dis- 
covery by detectives of tho nude aud 
headless body of a man in the base- 
ment. The charred head was discovered 
in the furnace, in which a fire had beeu 
recently lighted, with the evident inten- 
tion of destroying all possibility of iden- 
tilication of the remains. Later the body 
was identified by Walter Craft, of Glen 
Cove, as that of his father. The mur- 
dered niiiu was about 51 years old, and 
was a manufacturer of refrigerating ma- 
chinery in Cortland street, this city. 
Tobin, who is charged with the murder, 
was taught hiding in the house. Tho 
police also arrested Alexander MeAner- 
ney, the bar-tender; Robt. Kelly, a por- 
ter in a Chinese restaurant in the build- 
ing, and several women who were known 
to he frequenters of the place. The po- 
lice said tonight that lobin's real name 
is Thomas Kelly, and that he is brother 
of the porter Kelly. They also learned 
that Craft attempted to get a check for 

$1,230 cashed before, he went to tho 

Empire. 

A woman naimd Mamie Moore, who 
is known to have beeu in the place with 
Craft, and who is held as a witness, 
made an important statement tonight, 
Which the police declined to make pub- 
lic. She is said to have implicated Mc- 
Anerriey as an accomplice of Tobin. 

Since' September lo there have been 
four startling murders in the Tender- 
loin On that date Nicholas Fish, the 
wealthy banker, was killed by Thomas 
Sharkey^ On the following day the 
brutal 'murder and mutilation of Anna 
Nealsou Putilitzer tools place. Today 
Craft was murdered and decapitated, 
and within a few blocks of the scene of 
this crime, Harry Crose, a theatrical 
man, shot and killed his wife. 

There are now 29 homicido cases in

News was received yesterday of tho 
death by drowning at Cook's Ihtet, Alas- 
ka, on the 1-lth of August last, of John 
A. Bradley, father of Mr. E. Bradley, 
assistant city clerk, and a former resi- 
dent of this city. The delay iu the re- 
ceipt of the news is accounted for by 
tao fact that mail communication with 
that distant portion of Alaska is ex- 
tremely irregular and precarious. Mr. 
Bradiey left Victoria about S or <J years 
ago, and has been in Alaska ever since. 
iWhen Mr. Bradley left this city he was 
in business as commission merchant, 
having his place of business on Yates 
street, but previous to this he had been 
iii the employ, first, of the late W. K. 
'Clarke, auctioneer, and afterwards was 
connected with the firm of Cowan, Shaw 
it Co., and A. B. Gray & Co. 

I.Mr. Bradlej associated himself with 
(Messrs. Hornhorg & Co., Broadway, 
New York, many years ago, and during 
the time of his ■sojourn in Alaska was 
with them jointly interested it, tho de- 
velopment of a large tract ot laud at 
Cook's Inlet, an arm of the Behring sea. 
Tho company had in view the coloniza- 
tion p,ud development of their large 
holdings by Norwegians and Fmlauders, 
from which countries colonies were about 
to start for this their new home. Mr. 
Brad.eys labors during the past eight 
years had been directed to this end, and 
just as he was about to see the fruition 
of years of hard labor and privation, he 
lost his life iu a boating accident op a 
river (named aft#'' himself); up which he 
and a companion had gone prospecting 
for gold. 

Tne pa tlculars of the sad accident aro 
told in tho following letter, written by 
Mr. Bradley's companion on the ill-fated 
expedition, and which, although written 
on the 28th of August, only reached Mr 
Bradley's son in this city yesterday: 

"On tlhe llftli your father and myself 
started for Bradley river intending to 
pass -some days there prospecting the 
shoals above the canyon, as the company 
wanted, if possible, to have a placer 
claim. The day was lovely and we look- 
ed forward to a pleasant outing, as the 
last time we were at the river it was 
placid and » quiet, aud a fine place to 
camp; On reaching the river we found 
that, owing to the heavy rains in tho 
mountains, the river was high and the 
current so strong that rowing against it 
was not to he thought of, so .we towed 
the boat upon the slack side of the riv- 
er, but could only get up to the Willows, 
just opposite the first grove of trees, and 
just below a rapid, about half to three- 
quarters of a mile below the canyon 
There wo camped ou the beach, but as 
it was already afternoon, and we had 
had 11 long pull, did not try to go round 
That night the wind blew down the can- 
yon so hard that the tent was blown 
over, but before we were in it. In the 
morning it was dark aud threatening, 
Wo walked over to the canyon, but the 
Water was so- high that we could not 
reach the shoal, so wo took bearings 
, from the shore and stuck up notice, 
I though anyone could, by taking posses 
sion, make the company's claim to loca- 
tion void; we then returned to the boat, ,*i a ily, on the premie 
as it was of no use, in the then state of 
the river, to remain longer, "and started 
for Bear Cove. Just below where we 
were camping the river makes a sharp 
bend, almost at right angles, and the 
current is thrown into this angle with 
great force. As we Were approaching it 
your father, who had "tiie how oar, said, 
'We had better keep iu the current'; 
then almost same time, shook out, there 
is a tree!' I turned and saw projecting 
from the shore, at tho angle, a fallen 
tree about 20 to 30 feet long, the tree 
being just at the height of the bout. 
Hardly had he spoken when the boat 
struck tho tree, turned over, and wo 
sank in the river. When I came up I 
was some distance Ibeiow the boat and 
almost unconscious with tho cold wuter 
and current. I saw near mo, sticking 
from tho water, a small branch, and 
caught it long enough to see another j tit a TTT'S HAT T finvprtiment Wrppt 
overhanging the bank lower down. To wimi f UAL.L, UOVernmeBI .Sired 
this I swam, and as the bank was too 
steep to pull myself up,- I let myself 
down by twigs until reaching a place 
where 1 could drag myself out.

Dominion Government Adver- 
tizes Auction Sale of Their 
Live Stock. 



Proceeds of Sale Wiii Be De- 
voted To Feeding the 
Fanatics. 



As a natural sequence to the tele- 
graphic reports published from time to 
time recently in the Colonist, to the ef- 
fect that the Douldiobors had decided 
that it was sinful to uti.ize horses and 
oxen as beasts of burden, or to use the 
llesl> of cattle or sheep as food, or to use 
milk, or to make clothing from the wool 
or skins of animals, and had therefore 
driven their live stock forth on the 
prairie, where the animals might shift 
for themselves, the Dominion govern- 
ment has conceived the idea Oi' taking 
possession of nnd selling at auction the 
homeless animals in order to create a 
fund for the support of their fatuous 
masters during the coming winter. 

Tub fact that these very cattle were 
purchased by the Dominion government 
nnd presented to the Doukhobors when'

Commenting on the government's ac- 
tion, the Winnipeg Telegram says: The 
reported fanaticism of tho Doukhobor 
co.ony around Yoikton and their aban- 
donment of live stock in pursuance of 
their strange religious belief that it is 
a sin to hold eatt.e or use any fyeast of 
burden to assist in their labors, have 
not only been confirmed, although vigor- 
ously denied by the supporters of the 
government that introduced tho immi- 
grants from Russia, but the government 
itself has taken slops to rescue the Douk- 
hobors from their folly. Government 
agents have seized all tho cattle, sheep 
and horses which were turned at large 
by their owners and the live stock will 
bo sold at auction and the money so de- 
rived 'will be used to provide food for 
tho Doukhobors during tho win-tor 
months. 

CATTLE AT DA RGB. 
'A facsimile of the sale bill is repro- 
duced in the columns of The Telegram 
today. A correspondent at Yorkton 
who forwarded the bill says: 

"This hill is advertising the stock 
turned out by tho Doukhobors In their 
ibelief that a kind Providence will look 
after them nnd fill their wants, but the 
government evidently thinks that this 
belief will be hard on the cattlo, nnd 
have therefore determined to sell the 
stock and devote the proceeds to main- 
taining the fanatics as far as the pro- 
ceeds will go. A Free Press article of 
a few weeks ago seems somewhat ab- 
surd in view of this bill." 

ROUNDED UP STOCK. 
It was some two weeks ago that an 
agent of the government Immigration 
Department went into the district whero 
tho fanatics had left their live stock to 
run at large, and rounded up tho beasts. 
It is not likely that tho sale at. Fort 
d'elly will result in bringing in any 
great amount of money, but the pro- 
ceeds wiil to a certain extent go to re- 
lievo the starvation that will surely ex- 
ist in tho affected colony onco the rig- 
o s of while.- have set in. 

When the government auctions off nil 
those cattle, horses and sheep (more or 
lossi for which the- Doukhobors have 
"r.o further use," it will ho selling live- 
stock it hough t only a short time ago to 
present to these same people. If it 
conld giyo these animals to tho Douk- 
hoTjors. why cannot it now give them to 
soixto "white" settlers, instead of trying 
to sell them? Has _it gone out of the 
"giving away" business into that of pub- 
lic auctioneer, or is there some reason 
why "white" settlers should be made 
to pay for the presents the Doukhobors 
have discarded, Will somebody plcnso 
answer.?

NEW YEAR 



Celebration of Rosh Hashono 
Will Begin on Next 
Tuesday. 



The Hebrews of Victoria will this 
week celebrate the great religious and 
socia 1 festival of Rosh (Hnshono, or New 
Year, which begins on Tuesday evening, 
September 30. 

The first day of thc seventh month of 
the lunar reckoning, wliic his designated 
in the Jewish calendar by the name of 
Tishri, is tho day whicji all Israelites' 
observo ns a New Year, in contradistinc- 
tion to the New Year observed in com- 
mon with the whole civilized world. The 
festival is of biblical origin, though it 
may even antedate the Mosaic legisla- 
tion, for thero is no doubt that in the 
patriarchal times tin; day was observed. 
We have traditions to that effect; but 
tho more specific designation was given 
to the observance of the festival in the 
Mosaic legislation which became the 
fundamental code of all of Israel's ob- 
servances, and tho forms were after- 
wards more largely elaborated upon by 
the rabbins of the Taluiudical period. 

'During the existence of the first and 
second temples, while the sacrificial cults 
constituted the main rites of the ser- 
vice, it was the high priest who perform- 
ed the functions for the whole congrega- 
tion, although' the people at largo were 
participants in the performance of these 
rites. These, however, are no longer ;n 
existence, for the sacrifices have ceased 
with the downfall of the temple and 
the dispersion of the Jews, throughout 
tho world. 

The biblical injunction has not lost 
its efficacy to this day. Thc Jews still 
observe the festival, though without the 
sacrifice, in the strictest manner, and 
as far us possible the law. of Moses is 
carried out in the synagogue. The ad- 
jectives affixed to the festival consti- 
tute in the main the ritualistic obser- 
vance of the present. Thus it is de- 
signated in the Bible that this day Shall 
be a day of blowing the shofur (a rain s 
horn), and this is carried out during 
the morning serviae of the first and 
second days of the festival. The greater 
import attached to it is the fact that 
the day is also n day of judgment, which 
latter is only in accordance witli rabbini- 
cal conception. How this idea crept into 
Judaism can at the present time not be 
determined. It is possible that it might 
bo of 'Babylonian or Assyrian origin, for 
those ancient nations observed a day 
similar in character to the Jewish New 
Year, and it is possiblo that some o' 
their customs have been adopted by the 
Jews who lived among them, and pro- 
mulgated to this very day.

FOR DAWSON. 

Amur and Spokane Will Sail North 
Tomorrow. 

Steamer Spokane, which is scheduled 
to sail from tub Outer docks for Skng- 
way tomorrow morning, will carry 
freight for Davsson, hut the "White Pass 
route do not guarantee delivery beyond 
White Horse, although they state that 
they will probably get the freight in 
bttforo the river navigation closes. The 
last freight for Dawson from' this port 
will probably be carried north on the 
steamer Amur, which leaves Turner- 
Beetou's tomorrow. night. Already a large 
amount of general merchandise has beeen 
sent down to the whan' for shipment 
by the Amur, which is expected to reach 
ydrt today. 

Tito White Pass & Yukon issued a 
notice yesterday to all connecting lines 
that no further freight consigned to 
Dawson would bo received. This order 
does not affect shipments in transit, and 
those shippers who forwarded consign- 
ments on vessels sailing for the North 
prior to the issuance of the circular yes- 
terday will be cared for if possible. 

The order, which is the first Official 
notification of the approach of the clos- 
ing of the season on the upper Yukon, 
indicates. that tho White Pass & Yukon 
does not. desire to be made responsible 
for shipments caught at White Horse 
and which would, probably, ho held un- 
til the opening of the river in the spring. 

There are IS boats plying on tlie up- 
per Yukon which can be pressed into tlie 
Dawson service, but the accumulation 
of freight at Sia'gway and WhitS Horse 
is so great that the maximum carrying I 
capacity of these vessels is not more ' 
than sufficient to get the shipments flown 
the river by the time it is expected navi- 
gation will close. Freight is rapidly pil- 
ing up on the lines in the North, and, 
despite the fact that every possible effort 
to handle it is being made, there is n 
question whether all will get through. 

Thus far there has been no difficulty 
on account of the rapid falling of water 
on the upper Yukon, but such troubles 
may be experienced at any time. Re- 
ports from White Horse show the water 
has receded four inches during the week, 
and the nights are growing colder. This 
has had the effect of closing some of 
the tributary streams of the upper Yu- 
kon and the supply of -water from the 
mountains is falling off. It is only a 
Question of time before the boats will 
be embarrassed and traffic officials figur- 
ed on this basis before issuing the bul- 
letin.

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j New Method of Rafting Sawlogs 



Of Interest to Lumbermen. 



Tlio following description of n now 
method af towJaji saw-logs will at once 
appeal n> lumbermen who are interested 
in transporting the .same with a degree 
of safety at present not attainable with- 
out excessive cost. 

lA patent on tlio device has -been grant- 
ed in the United States, and that with- 
out amendment., whilst a patent for 
Canada and other countries lias been 
applied for and is now pending. 

The reason that brought about tbe 
invention was the necessity for market- 
ing logs from Port San Juan, at the 
entrance to the Straits of Juau (le Fuca, 
and the late iirm of Griffiths & Becker 
(now Becker & Co.), of this city, took 
the' matter in hand and brought it. to a 
successful issue. 

The log raft patents will in future be 
operated by a company which lias been 
incorporated and known as The Griffiths 
Log Haft Company, Limited, with their 
head office in Victoria. It is the inten- 
tion of the company to giant licenses to 
persons to use the patent upon payment 
of n small royalty; and when the time 
at present lost (to say nothing of the 
Jogs which are lost) in awaiting favor- 
able weather to tow logs from any point, 
■either in tbe Gulf or in more exposed 
waters, is taken into consideration, it is 
the opinion that it will well repay log- 
gers and lumbermen to investigate the 
merits of the system by the use of 
which they are practically assured of 
the safety of the tow in all kinds and 
conditions of weather. 

It is common to construct rectangular 
log rafts where the several logs thereof 
are confined within enclosing barriers 
formed of "boom-sticks" tied end to end. 
These rafts are towed by a hawser bent 
to thd bent of a bridle line, having its 
ends secured to the boom sticks near 
the forward corners of the raft. 

Under the conditions prevailing in 
rotigh waters, this manner of construct- 
ing and towing rafts is objectionable, 
inasmuch as they aro easily broken up, 
at considerable loss to the owner, be-

There was unite an ocean swell running 
in San Juan harbor, and on leaving the 
harbor and rounding the. point and en- 
tering the Straits of Fuca, a hgavy swell 
from the Pacific Ocean, coupled with an 
easterly wind and an ebb tide, made a 
ivery ugly cross sea. We made good 
headway in crossing the Straits to the 
'United' States shore until ''abreast of 
Pillar Point, when we struck a strong 
tide-rip and a strong southwest wind, 
together with the ebbing tide. We 
made no headway oa account of the ebb 
tide, and that morning when we went to 
the end of the boom to take the towing 
light oft' 1 accompanied tbe deckhand 
and walked to the centre of tlio boom 
to see bow tlie logs were acting, it being 
the) prevailing opinion amongst towlioat 
captains who hare been in the habit of 
towing logs that the logs would revolve 
and snap the chain; but I found! that 
when I went to the centre of the boom 
and watched the action of the logs in 
this heavy tide-rip, none of the logs re- 
volved, and as a further proof of this I 
may state tli at the method in which the 
tail-end light befo'remcntioned was ad- 
justed, namely, a pike pole some four or 
Jive feet in length was driven into the 
last log of the boom and the lantern 
hung thereon, on taking the lantern off 
in the morning it was still alight, thus 
proving to my satisfaction that the logs 
do not revolve, as. if tliey did. the last 
one, being freer than the others, would 
be tlie one to revolve. Moreover, if the 
logs had revolved I would -not hare been 
able to get to the centre of the boom, 
having no caulks in my boots and hav- 
ing no experience in walking on moving 
logs. 



seas and anchored at 5 p. m. on the east 
side of tlie spit, to wait for the next 
tide. 

"We left there for Port Towusend at 
11 p. in., taking a straight course from 
Dungeness Lighthouse to Point Wilson 
(instead of taking a lee course, as is 
usuai?, and arriving at Port Townsend 
at II a. m. on the 5th September,- with- 
out having lost a ssingle log. On our 
way from Dungeness to Townsend we 
had a strong southeast wind and a 
heavy sea. 

" I am informed that the Rabbonj, 
towing a boom of logs made tip in the 
ordinary manner, from Clallam, and ex- 
periencing at or near that point the 
weather we came through successfully, 
lost her tow entirely. This matter will 
be on record; 1 merely mention it, but 
cannot vouch for its truth, as I was not 
aboard the Rabbonl. 

"The time occupied in towing tbe 
boom from Port .San Juan to Port 
Townsend was three days, and we did 
not delay one moment on account of 
the state of the weather, the only thing 
delaying us being the state of the tides. 
It is my opinion absolutely that the 
method adopted in this case for rafting 
the logs is a very great; improvement 
when rough weather is to be encoun- 
tered over the one generally in use; 
and it is, further, my opinion that by 
using tlie Griffiths log raft method of 
towing it is safe and practicable to tow 
logs in the Straits of Fuca or similar 
rough waters at any time or season 
when the steamboat would herself care 
to go out. I have no doubt at all that 
the logs so boomed will hold together; 
the only point being that weather may 
be encountered so heavy that the tug 
herself would have to cut loose from' 
her tow and seek shelter. I would not 
bo afraid to undertake the towing of a 
similar raft all around Vancouver Island 
or to San Francisco, provided a power- 
ful tugboat took the tow in charge. 

"'Referring to the time taken in mak- 
ing this tow, I wish to state that on 
account of tlie fastenings to the pointing 
slipping in the first couple of tiers of 
logs, it made the logs jam at the forward 
end, thus forming a blunt or square- 
nosed boom. I am given to understand 
that in future precautions will be taken 
to prevent this, anil this will be the 
means of the tow being made in quicker 
time. To prove this, the lug Resolute, 
which took tlie logs from Irondale to 
Port Gamble, made fast to the point

■Fig. 1 is a plan view of a system and 
apparatus embodying tlie invention. 
Fig. U is an enlarged plan view of one 
form of gripping device or clip. Fig. 3 
is an end view of the same. Fig. 4 and 
51 are, respectively, plan and end views 
of a modified form of clip. 

In these drawings tlie letter (a) repre- 
sents a main or draw line, preferably a 
wire cable, and may be of any suitable 
length, or number of lengths: connected 
together, according to tho quantity of 
logs rafted. 

Attached at intervals along the main 
line are a number of clips (b) (See Fig. 
-1 and 5), having two oppositely disposed 
laterally projecting wings (c). to which 
nre secured lines (d), preferably chains, 
provided with toggles (e) upon their j 
outer ends, which are passed through | 
holes (f) of the logs (g), and securely en- 1 
gaged therewith, as shown. A hawser | 
(i) is secured to the leading end of lino 1 
(a), and a supplemental line (k) connects 
the tail end (1) of the main line with the 
towing vessel, which ordinarily would 
lie slack or loosely upon the raft; but | 
in tlie event of any breakage, either (of 
the hawser or of tlie main draw line, it 
would be used for towing. Where an 
unusually long tow is made up, buoyant 
bodies may advantageously be positioned 
at intervals along tho main line, to pre- 
vent tlie submergence thereof. The 
main line (a) may, if desired, be made 
up of a number of logs connected end 
to end by chains; but cables/ give the 
best .results in rough waters. 

The clip shown in Fig. 4 and 5J are 
tho ones generally used, and comprise a 
single piece of sheet' metal secured fo 
the cable by U-bo.Us (h) as shown. For 
■ longer hauls in rough waters, however, 
it is preferred to use a clip (sec- Fig. 2 
and ii) having a divided sleeve socket 
provided witli internal corrugations cor- 
responding with the lay of the cable 
strands, so as to equalize tho strains 
thereon. In this last described form 
the clip wings (c) may advantageously 
be made separate from the clip body 
and connected thereto by passing the 
clamping .screws (h) through, holes or 
eyes thereof. 

Tli* advantages obtained by the use 
of this invention are obvious from the> 
, foregoing description, and it is per- 
fectly adapted lor the purposes intend- 
ed, namely, flexibility of . construction 
and adaptability to any length of haul, 
particularly on rough seas. The feat- 
ures of this jnvp'.aion are as follows: 

1. Tho means .of rafting logs to be 
towed, comprising .a central longitudinal 
draw line, lines .arranged in pairs along 
the draw lino and adapted to have their 
outer ends severally secured to logs, and 
devices for securing the lines to the 
draw line, for the purpose described. 

2. The single line and its connection 
with a vessel, in combination with means 
to connect logs or the like »to the line 
upon both Hides thereof, the log connec- 
tions being disposed in pairs for the pur- 
pose set forth. 

3. The combination with a central line, 
clip device adapted to be rigidly secured

'His ship 
was wrecked oil' the coast of Vancou- 
ver Island in the sane year, and Mr. 
Thompson was cared for on his rescue 
from the wreck by tliB Nitiuat Indians, 
of the west coast, near whose village 
the ship had piled up on the rocks. 

For six months be sojourned with the

well-to-do farmers, have made it one 
of the richest farming districts in tlie 
Northwest. 

Tile month was August, and the 
surrounding country was covered with 
a thick mantle of smoke, which ren- 
dered navigation hereabouts extremely 
difficult and exceedingly dangerous.

The 
keynote or this season is repentance— 
not the repentance that means sorrow, 
but the repentance that signifies return, 
ii return to God, abandoning the evil 
path and turning once more to good- 
ness. It is thus a true day of memor- 
ial, of remembrance. The season no 
longer inspires the Jew with the same 
religious nwe as of old; no longer does 
he picture to himself, as tradition tells 
us, God sitting as Judge on His 
Throne of Truth, holding His Annual 
'Assize, asking account Of each indi- 
vidual's action and pronouncing' the in- 
fallible decree concerning his fate. Yet 
the time-honored ceremonies, the hope- 
ful invocations, the time-hallowed melo- 
dies and tlio awe-inspiring notes, of the 
ram's hoi n— all this old apparatus or 
■worship that carries the Jew back to 
bis childhood's years— Grinds a 'responsive 
echo ill his breast. At this season lie is 
. nt one with his brother and with his 
IMaker. He forsakes bis evil way and 
returns. Yet in assigning this special 
season for repentance, the Rabbis did 
not intend to dispense with a continual 
return. One day set apart — yes, it wus 
to be one day. and yet every day. "Re- 
pent the day before thy death," said the 
IRabbis. Indeed, said one of the' laity, 
'how are we to know the day of our 
death V The answer the sages gave 
-was clear enough: "Consider every 
day as thy last, and repent every day." 
lit comes to this, that our life has to 
'be a continual struggle towards the 
highest and noblest. This the Rabbis 
sought to inculcate as a daily lesson, 
and gave it such great importance at 
this season. iSueJi was the value of re- 
sentence that a rabbi once remarked: 
''Repentance and good deeds are as a 
shield against punishment " (subjective). 
And another: . "Better is one hour of 
repentance and good deeds in this world 
than the whole life of the world to 
cornel" With repentance there must be 
good deeds, acts of charity. 

Another charming custom of the old 
Jewish life which found a great place 
at this season was the ''making up of 
enmities." Before the ."commencement 
of the new year, animosities were laid 
aside, pardons were rsked for and re- 
ceive:!, old ties were strengthened, and 
so, like one happy family, Jewry begun 
aj new page in its annals. How sadly 
is this exquisite custom lacking in our 
present day! And yet this very cus- 
tom is at the bottom of Jewish ethics. 



which is really social ethics, It is e 
great misfortune that this is not better 
realized at the present time. It comes 
from nn unrepentant spirit. It email 
ates from "the limed soul, struggling to 
he free," being more engaged; where 
the "heart, with strings of steel." is 
hardened more and more. Thus the 
occasion is robbed of a deal of its 
charm. 

Then, rgain, in rousing and exciting 
the religious sentiment that has been 
dormant in the human" breast, the 
solemn season preaches the most active 
virtues — love, suffering, selt'-saeritice, 
charity, hope and belief in God's good- 
ness and friendly aid. It tells us That 
Gqd is near, and not afar Off. It tells 
us we are all His children, and we are 
nil responsible, the one for the other. 

Tile Day of Atonement crowns the 
season, and the (lay itself preaches its 
inig'hty lesson. Not feasting, not sack- 
cloth nnd ashes, not prayer, hut a 

change of mind and a change of life 

repentance and reformation. Goodness 
nnd God are inseparable. What bin- 
ders the soul must be avoided. The 
soul must be supreme. If jtiven to 
Indulging the body, then abstain from 
food; if given to n vanity for gay 
clothing, then wear meaner attire 
iFasting in itself is nothing. The 
genius or the day consists in the spirit- 
ual elevation or the individual. "JV6t 
the sinner return from his way and 
live." i.e., live for goodness and God. 
Lach individual thus redeems its own 
soul and saves it from moral and 
spiritual torpor which we call dentil. 
The one who returns to God never dies; 
his soul is immortal; it lives in those 
wb m he has influenced for good, 

Yes, all— .lew and Gentile — might well 
observe a day of atonement, or atone- 
ment, its spiritual effect, ir properly 
dosed, would be far better pud more 
far-reaching than corporal punishment 
and terms of imprisonment and banish- 
ment from mine elevating society. Dur- 
ing my assistant chaplaincy at a London 
prison. I had splendid opportunity 'of ob- 
servation, end among these poor 
wretches I found many a noble soul who 
if only a hand were held out to him. 
might become a crown to society. But 



no; we let them drift from crime to 
crime. The Kabbis well said: _ "One 
transgression brings another in its 
train." What a great change could bo 
effected if a day of atonement were a 
regular religious institution— a day of 
amendment and reconciliation, This is 
the teaching of Judaism — to live and 
not to die, to glorify our faith so that 
our faith may glorify us. 

The teaching of .the day illustrates 
thus the optimism of Judaism. It is 
possible for the human soul to rid itself 
from the stain of sin, not only by tito 
mercy of God, but also by the operation 
of its own well-riigulated and free will. 
No compromise whatever takes plilcev be- 
tween the love of God and the justice of 
God. Every individual must bear hi; 
own guilt and make his own person;'! 
atonement. Thus the metaphysical 
character of the Jewish principle of 
atonement contains no Hntv. 'For it 
would he false to the spiritual philoso- 
phy of Judaism ir repeated days of 
atonement made no alteration in the 
spiritual condition of the penitent. A 
mere forgiveness of sin once a year 
without a corresponding moral growth 
on the part of the forgiven would dwar. 
the moral stature. Such a presentation 
is a distortion. The real purpose of. 
"blotting out sins" is to render the soul 
free to develop after the likeness of 
[God, so far as human limitations permit 
on this side of the valley. In this way 
the doctrine of human character under 
Bitch a system is at once logical and 
elevated. Moreover, it is consistent 
with the fact of development or evolu- 
tion in human affairs. It means 
progress. It is the prevention of stag- 
nation, the protest against pessimism: 
in other words, it represents a sublime 
optimism. It is in this way that the 
.lew regards the fast, or rather feast, of 
Atonement. It is a day for the soul, 
bringing man nearer to 'man, and al:;o 
nearer to (bid. There is no dogma 
whatever connected with it. Sacrifices 
went, and no ceremonial took tilt Ii* 
place; this in itself is a striking vindi- 
cation of Judaism against the supposi- 
tion that it could only thrive by out- 
ward act. Few sayings are quoted ami 
applied more repeatedly in later rabbini- 
cal literature than the famous adage 
which concludes one of the sacrificial 
tractates of the Talmud: "He that 
brings few offerings is as he that brings 
many, but let his heart be directed 
heavenward." And the Psalmist adds: 
"The sacrifices of the Lord are a broken 
heart ami a contrite spirit." These and 
none else doth God desire, and these we 
must give to Him if we would he trulv 
renehtuut, • I

'DECISIONS UNDER THE AMEN LABOR 
ACT. 

An Interesting decision under the Allen 
Labor Act. says the Labor Gazette, was re- 
■eentlv given by the police magistrate of 
the city of Toronto. 

It might be added that the case has 
been appealed anil goodness knows how 
far or to where it will be carried. 

The Tacts of the case were briefly as 
follows: l'\ B. Hayes, secretary-treasurer, 
of the Toronto Carpet Co.. Toronto, while 
In Lowell. Mass., engaged Pierre Deroeher, 
to work at the factory In Toronto. Pierre, 
however, stipulated that his brother, Fred 
Deroeher, should also be engaged, and to 
this Mr. Hayes agreed. But sj far as 
Fred Deroeher was concerned, no exac t ar- 
rangement was made regarding the wages 
which he should receive. It only being said 
that ho should "set a show." 

Subsequently, the Carpet Weavers - Union 
laid the Information against Hayes, stating 
that lie had Infringed the Allen Labor law. 
At the trial It was proved that although 
•Pierre Deroeher had lived for over twenty 
years In the State of Massachusetts, yet 
ho had been born In Canada and had never 
been naturalized, and therefore, as ho was 



still a British subject the case against | od August 23, 1902.) 



•Hayes, as regards his employment, was 
dismissed. 

The action regarding the engagement of 
Fird Deroeher. however, was shown to be 
on a different basis, for the latter was born 
In the United States. It. therefore, turned 
upon whether or not there was an infringe- 
ment of the Allen Labor law. when, as a 
matter of fact, Fred Deroeher had not 
Ibcen engaged to do any specific work for 
any specific wages, but. had only been told 
that in Toronto be would be "ulven a 
show' 1 in the carpet factory. The police 
magistrate held that this constituted «• 
tacit agreement between Hayes and Fred 
Deroeher, which amounted to a violation 
of the Act. Mr. Hayes was therefore fined 
*0O (the minimum amount under the Act.) 

It may be added that the Act to restrict 
the Importation and Employment of Aliens 
makes It an offence "in any way to assist 
or encourage tho Importation of Immigra- 
tion of any alien or foreigner Into Canada, 
under contract or agreement, parole or 
special, express or Implied, made previous 
to the Importation or Immigration of such 
alien or foreigner, to perform labor or 
service of any kind In Canada."

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PEAT FOEL-. 

It Is Receiving .'Attention in Quebec anil 
Ontario. 

It is not at all improbable that tlio 
scarcity of coal which at the present 
time is worrying a jtood many people 
may result in the development of a new., 
industry in Canada. 

Throughout the Dominion, says tho 
[Montreal Herald, there are thousands of 
acres of hind tho soil of which is pecu- 
liarly adapted for purposes of combus- 
tion. In the province of Quebec, not 
far from the little village of St. Isidore, 
there are four square miles of peat land, 
and recently near St. Isidore a little, 
plant l>u,s been established for cutting 
this peat and preparing it for tho market 
as fuel. ■ . -i 

It is a small plant, and its total daily 
mo put dues not exceed eicht tons. But 
since the plant lirst started operations, 
every ounce o" its output has been 
bought up eagerly. "Within the past 
week one of the largest coal dealers iu 
Montreal lias placed an order for four 
carloads of peat briquettes with the men 
who run the plant. And that is only 
one of a dozen similar large orders 
which have been given to them recently, 
but which they aro not yet in a position 
to fill. 

There is a demand for the fuel, and 
every day the demand is growing 
greater. This was anticipated somo 
time ago by a small body of capitalists, 
Who were organized into a company 
capitalized 'at S.100,000 to develop the 
pent lands of Ontario. That company 
has not yet begun operations on" a largo 
scale, but is making preparations to do 
so as rapidly as possible. 

Air. A. Duclos, -wood nnd coal mer- 
chant is one of those interested in tho 
St. Isidore plant. He states that thoTo 
is a steady demand for the fuel. Coal 
dealers are becoming interested in it, and 
are satisfied tbn<- 't can replace coal. Ho 
seei 110 ren&o.'i why its manufacture 
should not become ' a great industry. 
There are unlimited supplies of pent, it 
can be used for a variety of purposes, 
and it can be put upon tho market at a 
price not more than one-half the cost 
per ton of the cheapest coal. According 
to an analysis made of somo of theso 
peat briquettes from tho St. Isidore 
plant, their heating power is almost 
equal to Canadian bituminous coal. The 
raw peat is treated with a certain pfo- 
ipprtiou of petroleum, which serves tho 
double purpose of binding tho peat to- 
gether and making them waterproof. 

Tlio fuel can bo ignited with the llamo 
of a match and burns without smoke, 
while its comparative freedom from sul- 
phur makes it an excellent fuel for a; 
variety of purposes. 

Whether the fuel will- ever becomo 
popular is not yet determined, although 
it is true somo coal dealers have placed 
largo orders for it. Any substitute at 
nil for toal is likely to be in demand 
this winter, for there is no change, or 
probability of change, in the coal situa- 
tion. 

tpiscufsjng the fuel situation, tho 
Montreal Stnr says: "Should tho ex- 
periments in the manufacture of com- 
pressed peat for fuel purposes, now 
being quietly carried on in more than 
one part. 01' Canada and the United 
States, prove a success, or tho owners of 
the world's coal oil reduce tho juice to 
fuel requirements, the anthracite coal 
kings of the United 'States may have to 
buy up several millions of square miles 
of bog at city lot r".tes, or amalgamate 
. with the Standard Oil people, before 
they Will again have as firm n grip on 
the throats of the people as they have 
had." 
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PIG IKON FOB UNITED STATES. 

Greatest Increase In History of the In- 
dustry Catered to l>y Englishmen. 

In view of the oft-repeated remark that 
there would bo no market for the products 
of a provincial Iron smelter, the following 
from the London Economist will bo of 
Interest: 

"Tlie movements nf Iron are the most 
remarkable In the history of tho trade. 
There Is a hunger for material amounting 
almost to a famine, notwithstanding that 
tho Industrial depression 011 the Continent 
has abated the activity In this country. 

"Every liner from the Clyde and the 
Mersey is taking us much pig Iron to the 
United States as It cares to carry. 
Steamer after steamer Is belu^ chartered 
to take full cargoes from the Tees, Clyde 
and west coast ports to Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and other points. 

"The latest movement for tonnage to 
convey pig Iron from bur shores to New 
Orleans, Pensueola and other Gulf ports Is 
perhaps the most striking of nil. 

"One notable feature Is the large quan- 
tity of steel-making iron, unwrought steel 
ttild nnlshed steel which America Is now 
drawing from this country and Germany." 

In Mlddlesoorough alone the sales of No. 
3 and No., 4 nig, suitable for east pipes, 
rose from 4.000 tons In June to 23,400 tons 
In July and 24.800 tons In August, practi- 
cally all consigned to Philadelphia.

nor can be deceived." As with atheism, so 
with temperance, for the Psalmist has well 
wild: "It is the fool who hath said In his 
heart,, there is no God." It is quite as fool- 
ish to argue against, total abstinence by 
drawing n red herring across the track. 
Hut what is "Temperance?" This word is 
derived from the Latin tempero. which not 
only signifies "to use moderation," but to 
"abstain," to refrain from, to keep under 
control. Temperance Is a virtue of self- 
denial or restraint, "self-command, self- 
control, eelf-dlrectlhn, self-mastery, all 
these aro manifestations of temperance." 
Is it net a word to be appropriated solely 
Ibv abstainers froai Intoxicating liquors, al- 
though, owing to Its prime Importance, by 
'common usage and for convenience of ex- 
pression, it has come to be ordinarily un- 
derstood to efer alone to the great cause 
of alcoholic abstinence. 

'Temperance," say I)r. Ridge, "is some- 
thing very .much higher and more compre- 
hensive than the mere refraining from ex- 
cess or maintaining an equilibrium between 
two opposing forces. The Idea that there 
cm be no temperance unless one lias par- 
tially yielded to an Impulse Is probably 
absurd. Some people are conscious of nh' 
impulse to jump over a precipice when 
they see It. It might, according to the 
idea which we have Just referred to. be 
said that they do not exercise self-control 
by moving away from the precipice, nor 
unless they let their legs dangle over the 
edge." So there may be more self-control 
and determination, more temperance In re- 
fusing to .take any wine, than In refusing 
to take more than one glass.
